Gold- 
win Smith, In reference to the dispatch 
from Washington concerning the al- 
leged tli reat sof proceedings against the 
Canadian railway has this to any: "I 
believe that if the threatened action Is 
taken, It will not be intended aa a 
blow against Canada I was at Wash- 
ington when the McKinley bill was go- 
infrthrMtiirh congress, and In daily inter- 
course with those engaged in the discus- 
sion, some of whom liked the bill about 
as well as I did It never was said, or 
even hinted, to me that the object was 
to coerce Canada. The bill was like 
our own national policy of protection, 
passed In the interest of the political 
party which brought it forward, and so 
with the premeditated action against 
the railways. It may be taken not as 
a measure of hostility to Canada, but 
as a measure of Justice to American 
companies If our case was the same 
our government would probably do the 
same thing. 

"The Canadian Pacific railway, It is 
true, has by it* political attitude and 
conduct made itself especially obnox- 
ious to Americans, At the time of our 
last election Its president put forth 
sn anti-American manifesto, and the 
road mode an extremely tyrannical use 
of Its influence, especially in Manitoba, 
in favor of a government which was 
appealing for support to the dislike and 
distrust of Americans. That a road fed 
by American traffic and connections 

anti-American party and policy beta may

Trunk, which, as one of the senator's 
said, is ,\.litically Inoffensive, there Is 
no feeling whatever.

NATIONAL QUARANTINE. 



of Immigration favors 
It, With 1'ower to rtatpend the Incom- 
ing of All Nationalities. 

New York, Jan. 6.— CoL Weber, com- 
missioner of Immigration, delivered an 
address on immigration before a large 
audience at Cooper Union Wednesday 
evening. He said: "I believe In an ef- 
fective quarantine, and that It can be 
beat made effective by making it na- 
tional instead of state. Its effect la 
national, and its regulations should be 
likewise. It should be constructed 
upon a plan worthy of the nation and 
upon a scale commensurate with the 
outside limit of the requirements of a 
civilized people. To this should be 
added a power In the president to sus- 
pend the incoming of all or any nation- 
alities whenever the public health is 
threatened by such coming, und con- 
tinued until the danger has passed" 

CoL Weber then declared in favor of 
continued immigration, saying that 
there is plenty of room in this country 
for all who are coming and that the en- 
forcement of the present laws to shut 
out undesirable classes is all that Is 
necessary. He said that the contract 
labor law is accomplishing its purpose 
by preventing the wholessle importa- 
tion of laborers under con tract

Similar 
persecutions, he says, have been carried 
on In the province of Wosterl and 
southern Russia since 1878. Imprison- 
ment, banishment, beatings, finings 
and outrages that he would have con- 
sidered incredible, unless he had veri- 
fied each case, have been the lot of the 
wnetehed people. 

In one village In the KalpsrateinU 
district the governor had arrived early 
in September for the purpose of inquir- 
ing into the state of religion. In this 
inquiry he was assisted by local priests. 
Eventually the officials compelled the 
Stundlsts to abandon their own lands 
and shops and to work in the communal 
lands during the day, and to do duty in 

hardly able to visit their homes at all. 

Recently every woman with a nurs- 
ing infant was compelled to assist in 
communal flold work. The orthodox 
peasants superintended the others and 
Inflicted with impunity all sorts of bru- 
tality on the Stundlsts whenever the 
latter lagged In the field or fell asleep 
on duty. 

Although eventually menaced by 
mobs, the Stundlsts still refused to 
embrace the orthodox religion. To 
make an example, the village elder one 
night summoned the polios and peasant- 
ry to his aid and took possession of a 
hut whose Stundist owner was absent 
on sentry duty. The hut was fumiga- 
ted with a noxious weed bo that the. 
sleeping children were almost suffoca- 
ted. As the mother still refused to 
abjure her faith, she was stripped 
naked and subject to frightful indig- 
nities.

Pittsburgh, Pa., Jan. 8. —Fire broke 
out at 10:20 o'clock Thursday night in a 
large brick building on Fayette street, 
between Ninth and Tenth street*, occu- 
pied by the Collins Cigar Co., snd before 
the flames could be subdued the struc- 
ture was entirely destroyed, together 
with three five-story buildings and a 
residence on I'enn svenue. The build- 
ings destroyed were occupied by P. 
Duff A Sens, commisalon merchants; 
Cavltt A Bollock, lamps and fanoy im- 
ported goods; Booth A Flynn, contract- 
ors, and numerous offices. The loaa at 
midnight could not be definitely stated, 
but was estimated anywhere from a 
quarter to a half million dollars. 

It waa a cold night, and the firemen 
experienced considerable difficulty with 
froaen water plugs At 11:30 o'clock the 
walla of the Duff building fell with a 
crash, burying the old Verner mansion 
adjoining.' Fortunately the family had 
deserted the house some time before the 
walls came down and as far as known 
no one w as Injured. 

The estimates of losses are very con- 
flicting. It was stated that 1300,000 
worth of liquors and cigars were stored 
In the Collins building, but this could 
not be verified Cavitt & Pollock's loss 
is $7\000, and Duff's loss will be much 
more. The other losses will range from 
15,000 to 830,000. 

The Verner mansion was one of the 
oldest residences in the city, and many 
valuable paintings were destroyed. At 
1 o'clock the fire was still burning 
fiercely, but no further danger from 
spreading was apprehended. Later— 
The total loss was $338,000, as follows: 
Collina Cigar Co., 1115,000; P. Duff A 
Sons, stock, $80,000, building $40,000; 
Cavitt & Pollock, stock, $S0,0O0, build- 
ing, $3.1,000; James Verner, residence, 
$20,000; Booth A Flynn, $8,000; W. EL 
Keech, «.->,0<>0; Levi Wade, $5,000. The 
losses are fully covered by Insurance. 
The origin of the fire is unknown.
